IN DAYS GONE BY. 


T he Old O v erland M ail to th e 
P acific C o ast. 


Manairer Benham Tells o f Trav el In the 
West Befo re the Adv ent o f the Great 
S t e a m Ho rse — Kx tent o f 
the Bnsiness. 


The first ex press ever run across 
the plains was started b y a man 
named Butterfield in 1858 ,” said 
Alex ander Benham, of ^loiitana, the 
manager cf the first overland ex ­ 
press, to a writer of the Chicago 
Journal. “It started at Little Rock, 
Ark., and followed a southern route 
throu;4li Lansa^, New Mex ico, Ari­ 
zona and then to Los Angeles, Cal. 
Ab out two years later, in 18C0, our 
company was formed for the pur­ 
pose of carrying the mails to the 
Pacific coast. 
It was known as the 
Central 
Overland, 
California 
& 
Pike’s Peak Ex press company. Wil­ 
liam H. Russell, Alex ander Majors 
and a man named Wadell formed 
the company, and the contracts with 
the government for carrying mails 
were made out in their names. I was 
chosen manager, and had my office 
in Denver. 
“The southern route run b y But­ 
terfield did not have as much prom­ 
inence as ours, which for years was 
known as the ‘pony ex press’ route. 
It started in at St. Joseph, Mo., 
running through Neb raska, to Fort 
Kearney,» to Fort Laramie, Wyo.,. 
thence to Denver, to Salt Lake City, 
to Placerville, Nev., and to Sacra­ 
mento, Cal. 
The whole trip, ex ­ 
tending half across the continent, 
was made in seventeen days, when 
no accident b efell, and accidents 
were not so numerous as some peo­ 
ple have imagined. 
From St. Jos­ 
eph to Denver the trip took seven 
days, and from Denver to Sacra­ 
mento was a journey of ten days. 
That was, of course, b y the regular 
stage route, and little time was lost 
in making it. 
“To accommodate our b usiness we , 
had ab out i>ne hundred and fifty 
coaches, most of which were kept 
running all the time. 
To haul them 
we had fifteen hundred horses scat­ 
tered along the route from St. Jos­ 
eph to Sacramento. 
In addition we 
had six or seven thousand head of 
cattle, which were used in hauling 
heavy freight and transporting feed 
for the horses and provisions for our 
men. You can see that the b usiness 
was not b y any means a small one, 
and it continued to grow as long as 
there was any use for such means of 
transportation. 
This was until the 
completion of the Union Pacific rail­ 
way to California in 1870. 
Then 
overland traffic and mail service 
could b e managed to b etter purpose 
b y the railroad, and our pony ex ­ 
press went out of ex istence. 
But 
up to that time from the day that 
the route was first opened in 1800 
its b usiness had steadily increased. 
Even the b uilding of the railroad as­ 
sisted us, for our line was the b est 
adapted for carrying to western sta­ 
tions employes and provisions.” 


O STR ICH 
FAR M S. 


Plenty of Hard Work and But Little 
Money in the Business. 
Ostrich farmers who rushed into 
the b usiness a few years ago when it 
was first b oomed have found that it 
is not all their fancy painted. 
In­ 
stead of b ecoming multi-millionaires 
in a few years, many of them have 
not paid ex penses, others have made 
a little money, b ut less than the 
same amount of capital and lab or 
would have b rought them in almost 
any other b usiness. 
The great mistake was the failure 
to realize that the ostrich, b eing 
still wild, could not successfully b e 
sub jected to the same treatment and 
conditions under which domesticated 
animals and b irds will thrive. 
In 
confinement they multiply b ut slow­ 
ly and produce feath(<rs of an in­ 
ferior grade, while their vicious in­ 
stincts are still so strong that it is 
often impossib le 
to 
remove the 
feathers without killing the b ird. 
To make the b usiness the success 
ex pected it is necessar}^ to gain more 
ex perience in the proper manage­ 
ment of the ostriches, and b y a care­ 
ful course of b reeding to eradicate 
or tame down the wfild nature so 
that they may b e approached and 
handled in comparative safety. Os­ 
trich farms will doub tless eventual­ 
ly prove a success, not only in Cali­ 
fornia, b ut in Florida and Tex as, b ut 
they cannot b e made so in a yeijr or 
two. 
Time, patience and skill are 
even more requisite in this than in 
other b ranches of farming. 


Old Bank Notes. 


The Bank of England has in its 
possession a b ank note dated Decem­ 
b er 19, 169 9, for £ 555 . It was printed 
from an engraved plate, b ut had 
b lank spaces for the amount, date, 
numb er and signature. 
Across it 
are written ten memoranda showing 
that it was repaid in three install­ 
ments. 
In appearance it is not al­ 
together unlike the modern note. In 
the b ank lib rary is another note, for 
£25, which was not presented for 111 
years. Another curiosity, said to b e 
unique, is a note for no less than 
£ 1,000,000 dated 1782. 


W HEN CU PID 
REIGNS. 


A Curious Festival at Which the Lit­ 
tle God Is Sup reme. 
A singular and ancient custom 
takes place the first Thursday in 
Decemb er every year in the little 
Belgian city of Arton. 
This is the 
celeb rated St. Nicholas festival, and 
its counterpart is prob ab ly impossi­ 
b le to find in any other country. 
Peasants, male and female, enter 
the city in the early morning, all 
dressed in their holiday dress and 
all b ent on b eing married. 
The 
young men and women march up 
and down the market place, and as 
soon as a young peasant sees the 
girl for whom he has a liking he in­ 
vites her into one of the many 
cab arets or cafes that surround the 
market, and here the agreement and 
conditions for the marriage are 
talked over. 
The young peasant is always at­ 
tended b y an important personage 
called “the spokesman.” This per­ 
son plays a most important part, 
and without him no marriage could 
b e arranged. 
This man enjoys the 
confidence of b oth parties; he know's 
the qualifications of every young 
peasant and how much of a marriage 
portion each girl is provided with. 
It is he who does the talking for 
b oth parties, and if an agreement is 
entered into and a wedding is the 
result, he receives a certain part of 
the wedding portion, a new high hat 
and a pair of b oots. 
As long as the 
consultation b etween the tw'o fam­ 
ilies, commenced at the festival, 
continues, the spokesman has a good 
time. 
He is entitled to the b est of 
food and drink, and if he successful­ 
ly carries out the negotiations he is 
the first one to b e invited to the 
w'cdding. 
As soon as the couple are engaged, 
w'hich must b e done b efore the 
festival is over, the custom is for 
the b eau to purchase some oranges 
and candy for his girl, and she pre­ 
sents her intended husb and with a 
pipe and a package of tob acco. 
The origin of this marriage festi­ 
val is lost in ob scurity, b ut it is 
faithfully ob served b y the people of 
this province year after year.
